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uted through the mails, reflecting upon this 
Society and on the State Board of Charities. 
Such attacks have been made upon us before, 
and, undoubtedly, will be made upon us again. 
We cannot expose fraud without making ene- 
mies, and our friends may well measure our 
success in exposing fraud by the virulence of 
these enemies. 

We have not thought these attacks of suffi- 
cient importance to notice, presuming that 
their anonymous as well as their abusive char- 
acter would prevent our friends from giving 
them any consideration ; and we allude to them 
now merely to remark that, in the performance 
of the duties placed upon us to protect the 
charitable public from imposition, we naturally 
excite the animosity and revenge of every un- 
scrupulous schemer whose enterprises we hin- 
der ; and that all such will be as persistent in 
their efforts to revenge themselves by attempts 
to discredit this Society as we propose to be in 
our efforts to break up their nefarious traffic. 
If these attacks raise any questions in the minds 
of our members, we will gladly meet them on 
application to any of the officers of the Society. 
But for the Society to occupy itselt in combat- 
ing secret and unscrupulous foes, whose chief 
weapons are misrepresentation and abuse, is 
not only to dignify their attacks by treating 
them as if they were honorable methods of cri- 
ticism, but to descend from the higher work 
which taxes all its energies. 

SPECIAL NOTICE. 

Two men, one white and one colored (the 
latter is mentioned in another part of this issue), 
are now going about in this city soliciting sub- 
scriptions for churches in the country. We learn 
from good authority that both are men of bad 
antecedents, and their appeals are fraudulent. 
Our members are earnestly desired to be cau- 
tious in responding to all such appeals from 
strangers, and they will help the Society greatly 
if, when such appeals are made, they will, with- 
out exciting suspicion, ask for another call at a 
stated time, and immediately notify our out- 
door officer in order that he may be present at 
the appointed hour.

County, N. Y., and the other near Vineland, 
N. J, 


THE CENTRAL COUNCIL 

held its first regular meeting since the annual 
meeting, at which one of the classes of the 
Council for the next three years was chosen. 
The President, Mr. de Forest, was in the chair, 
and twenty- one other members were present. 

The officers for the ensuing year were then 
chosen unanimously: President, Robert W. de 
Forest; Vice-president, Charles S. Fairchild; 
Treasurer, Constant A. Andrews; Secretary, 
Otto T. Bannard; General Secretary, Charles 
D. Kellogg. 

The Treasurer read his regular monthly re- 
port, showing receipts during November of $5,- 
717.56 (including a loan of $1,000), and dis- 
bursements of $6,217.79 (including repayment 
of all loans), and a balance remaining on hand 
of $88.23. 

The usual reports were made, and from them 
the following intelligence has been derived: 

The Society gained 58 new subscribers dur- 
ing December, and a total of 325 during the 
year; an unusually large number, being 42 per 
cent more than the number of new members in 
1887. 

The general work of the Central Office has 
been greatly increased during the month of 
December. In the Registration Department it 
has been somewhat lighter than during the cor- 
responding month of the previous year, there 
being a falling off in the number of reports re- 
ceived from churches and societies of about 15 
per cent, and a proportionate reduction in the 
number of special investigations called for; 
this, however, has been fortunate for the Soci- 
ety’s ability to do the work required of it, inas- 
much as from sickness and other causes an 
unusual number of the employees have been 
unable to attend to their duties. It is believed, 
however, that all the necessary work has been 
performed. The work with our co-operating 
agencies has slightly increased since Novem- 
ber; more churches and societies and private 
individuals having applied to us in special 
cases, and the daily average has been 45 per 
cent larger, while the reports show an increase 
of 20 per cent. As to the measure of co-opera- 
tion, reports and inquiries were received at the 
Central Office from 11 churches, 22 societies, 
and 1 1 2 private members, while the number of 
cases received from newspapers is nearly 
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double. The latter all require investigation, 
and many of them some degree of care. The 
number of new cases referred to the Society 
during the month was 1,079, being 10 per cent 
more than in November, and about the same 
amount less than in December of 1887. 

In the Central District Office, during the 
month of December, a large majority of the 
applicants were able-bodied men out of work, 
having been in -the city only a few days or 
weeks. These are parts of the vast army of 
tramps or floaters, who return systematically 
to the city during the cold weather for the 
charity and other resources for an idle and 
hap-hazard life, which are so abundant here. 
Efforts are made in every case to put the par- 
ties in the way of work, and all are required to 
give references of some sort ; but the replies 
from the references, except in very few cases, 
have been unfavorable to the applicants. It is 
almost the unvarying story that the persons 
have been discharged from places of previous 
employments for intemperance, and that this 
evil is the cause of their present condition. It 
is rare, therefore, that the Society can take any 
steps to secure employment for them, as one of 
the first requisites, of course, is a good recom- 
mendation. This statement only emphasizes 
what has been said heretofore as to the great 
need there is in this city of the carrying out of 
the provisions of the bill to establish municipal 
lodging-houses, passed more than two and a 
half years ago. Until such houses are estab- 
lished, it is not possible to free the streets and 
the charity- offices from the swarms of dissolute 
and worthless people who resort to the city 
every winter; who people our station-houses at 
night, feed at the area doors of sentimental 
householders, and procure gifts of clothing and 
money from kind-hearted people, who have 
not the time or the disposition to investigate 
the circumstances of the applicants, and prefer 
to give them the benefit of the doubt, rather 
than to refer them to some society where their 
cases will be investigated. As the subject of 
these lodging-houses is already under consider- 
ation by a Special Committee of the Council, 
it is hoped that some method can be discovered 
by which the provisions made by the Legisla- 
ture for their establishment in this city can be 
carried out. 


Fifty-four reports have been sent out during 
the month concerning the standing of chari- 
table enterprises and their claims of support 
from the public. Of these, 13 were favorable 
and 41 unfavorable to the societies concerning 
which inquiry was made by our members. The 
total number of such reports sent out during 
the year was 330, of which precisely half re- 
lated to worthy and unworthy enterprises. 
This is an increase of 58 per cent over the 
number of similar reports sent out in 1887, 
showing an important increase in the general 
use of the vSociety in this connection. 

The Penny Provident Fund had, on the first 
inst., 2,431 depositors and deposits amounting 
to $880.78. 

Messrs. William G. Scott and H. C. Fahne- 
stock and Mrs. Geo. Hoadly were elected 
members of the Council, and Mr. John Sey- 
mour Wood approved as a member of the Fifth 
District Committee. 


THE LOUIS DOWN-TOWN SABBATH 
AND DAILY SCHOOLS. 

The Louis Down-Town Sabbath a#id Daily 
Schools in Henry Street are the outcome of the 
efforts of some of the Hebrew friends of our own 
Society, and are characterized by much of the 
energy and wisdom which is conspicuous in the 
benevolent work of the citizens of that religious 
faith. From a school for destitute and neglected 
girls, held on their own Sabbath in a tenement 
house, it has, in five years, grown into a daily 
technical and industrial School, owning its own 
building, which is well fitted up for imparting 
such education, and dealing with some 300 chil- 
dren, the brightest of whom are instructed in 
cooking, dressmaking, embroidery, free-hand 
drawing, designing, book-keeping and other re- 
munerative employments, whereby their wage- 
earning power will be increased, and supplies a 
similar opportunity to Hebrew girls to that pro- 
vided for boys by the Hebrew Technical Insti- 
tute, in Stuyvesant st., and for young men of all 
faiths by Col. Auchmuty’s Trade Schools. As a 
move in the direction of applying a preventive to 
some of the pauperism of the future, this enter- 
prise is worthy of note. 


The report of the last Annual Conference, of 
Charities and Corrections held at Buffalo during 
the past summer, is now printed and ready for 
delivery, and copies are for sale at the Central 
Office. Members will find much valuable reading 
in these reports, not only upon topics connected 
with our immediate work, but in many others 
closely related thereto.

THE SOCIETY’S LAUNDRY. 

The Society’s Laundry (named “ The Park 
Avenue Laundry”), which has been started both 
as a labor test and as a means of educating un- 
skilled women in Laundry work so as to increase 
their wage-earning power, was opened on 
Monday, February 25th, at 1083 Park Avenue, 
between 63d and 64th streets, and is now 
ready to take orders for work. The Com- 
mittee in charge thereof desire that members of 
the Society will give work to the Laundry so far 
as they can do so without detriment to worthy 
people already employed by them. Ordinary 
family washing will be done at faircurrent prices ; 
and it is hoped that within a very short time the 
finest work can be as well done at this Laundry 
as at any Laundry in the City. 

It is believed that this enterprise will be of 
great benefit to many poor laboring women. 
The demand for good laundresses is always far in 
advance of the supply ; and as fast as women are 
properly trained they will be graduated and 
others taken in their places, always reserving 
sufficient trained hands to guarentee as good 
work as is done elsewhere. It is hoped that our 
members will do what they can to supply the 
Laundry with orders, both from their own 
families and by enlisting the interest of their 
friends. 

This educational experiment entails no expense 
upon the Society, the funds for equipping and con- 
ducting it having been specially provided by 
friends of the movement. 

THE ANNUAL PUBLIC MEETING 

was held in Association Hall on Tuesday, Feb. 
5th, and was well attended. The speeches de- 
livered on this occasion by President Gilman, of 
Johns Hopkins University, Rev. Dr. Henry van 
Dyke, pastor of the Brick Presbyterian Church, 
and Rev. Dr. Greer, rector of St. Bartholomew’s, 
both of this city, will be found in the annual re- 
port, and are worthy of perusal by all. 


FIRST BEQUEST TO THE SOCIETY. 

The Society received notice during January 
that it was one of five residuary legatees of the 
estate of Miss Harriot Erving (deceased), which 
estate is to be divided after the death of the sur- 
vivor of two nieces. This is the first time that 
the Society has been remembered in anybody’s 
will. We hope that other friends will similarly 
remember us in their wills. So loath are we, 
however, to wish them dead, that we had much 
rather that the number of our friends who make 
us their beneficiaries while living should be in- 
creased. 

THE CASE OF THE EX-REV. ROBERT J. 

JOHNSON. 

Mr. Samuel Keyser, one of our members, in- 
formed us last month that Robert J. Johnson, a 
deposed minister of the Methodist Church, 
was going about the city collecting money 
under false pretences. From information sub- 
sequently received, it appears that Johnson 
came to this country four years ago, and through 
forged letters from Belfast, Ireland, got a 
charge at North Hoosac, Mass. From here 
he was removed on account of alleged finan- 
' cial irregularities in connection with a church- 
building scheme which he had engineered, but 
became pastor of two small congregations — 
one at Essex, N. Y., and the other at Whal- 
lonsburgh, near by. After a time he began 
collecting for a new church structure at Whal- 
lonsburgh, and had remarkable success, al- 
though accused of keeping loose accounts. On 
his return from a trip abroad, he announced 
that his wife had died at Belfast, and preached 
a touching sermon in her memory. He re- 
gained the esteem of his congregation, and 
finally became engaged to be married to an 
estimable young lady, a member of his church. 
About this time some incredulous person wrote 
to a clergyman at Belfast regarding Johnson, 
and in due time received a reply, which stated 
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that Johnson’s wife was still living at Belfast, 
and showed him to be a consummate rascal. 
Johnson heard of this, and immediately left 
and did not return. This was in July, 1887 ; 
and in August he made his appearance in New 
York and resumed his collections, falsely pre- 
tending that he was still pastor of the church 
at Whallonsburgh. The following April he 
was officially expelled from ministry and mem- 
bership in the Methodist Church, but notwith- 
standing this Johnson continued his solicitation 
of funds and squandered the donations he re- 
ceived in riotous living. Strange to say, al- 
though he had been operating nearly a year 
and a half right in New York, no information 
had been received by the Society in regard to 
aim until it was furnished by Mr. Keyser. 
The man’s respectable appearance and good 
address probably inspired complete confidence. 
Special Officer Hebberd was instructed to 
arrest Johnson, if he could be found and con- 
victing evidence secured against him. Dr. 
George G. Wheelock, a member of our Society, 
and who had twice been swindled by the man, 
and the Rev. Orlo Thompson, of Essex, John- 
son’s successor, consented, in the interests of 
justice, to appear against Johnson if he was 
arrested. He had been living at the St. Nich- 
olas Hotel, but it was found that he had left 
there after running up a bill of $173 for room- 
rent, washing, etc. 

Finally, on January 31st, after a long search, 
he was found at the St. Denis Cafe, on Broad- 
way, and placed under arrest. On being taken 
to the station-house, his pockets were searched 
and his subscription book found. Page after 
page was filled with the names of New York’s 
most generous citizens, and the total amount of 
donations entered in the book was $5,085.00. 
A great deal of the money he had obtained was 
not entered at all, and there is no way of find- 
ing out the full extent of his stealings. The 
following day he was arraigned before Justice 
O’Reilly at the Jefferson Market Police Court, 
and on the testimony of Dr. Wheelock and the 
Rev. Mr. Thompson, was held to await the 
action of the Grand Jury. On the same testi- 
mony he was speedily indicted, and on Febru- 
ary nth plead guilty to the charge made 
against him. Justice Cowing thereupon gave 
him a dignified but scathing lecture, and sen- 
tenced him to State Prison for the term of two 
years. 


THE CENTRAL COUNCIL 

met in the rooms of the State Charities Aid 
Association, which had been kindly placed at 
its disposal, on Tuesday, February 12th, at 
4:30 p.m. Mr. de Forest, the President, was in 
the chair, and twenty-one other members were 
present. 

The Treasurer reported that during January 
he had received $9,893*52, and disbursed $3,- 
091.85. The balance on hand on the 1st inst. 
was $6,889.90. 

The General Secretary and the various stand- 
ing committees reported to the Council. From 
these reports, the following facts were learned : 

The work of the Registration Department 
during January shows an increase of 54 per 
cent over December in the number of reports 
received, and of 50 per cent in the number of 
special cases sent in for investigation. The 
amount, however, corresponds very closely with 
that of January of the previous year. The in- 
crease of reports received is due largely to the 
lists received from the Society for the Relief of 
Poor Widows, which generally come to us in 
January ; 331 reports have been received from 
this source alone. The number would have 
been still more increased by those due from the 
United Hebrew Charities, but the press of work 
upon that society has prevented them from 
permitting the usual records to be taken by us 
from their books. 

The co-operation is increasing in a marked 
degree with the u Woman’s Hospital ” and the 
“ Earle Guild,” and a commencement of inves- 
tigating work has begun for the “ New England 
Society,” the first positive co-operation which 
we have secured with that organization. 

The increase also in reports and in reference 
of cases from individuals has been marked and 
satisfactory during the past month. 

Our new relations with the “ Association for 
Improving the Condition of the Poor,” touch- 
ing co-operation with us in cases of emergency 
which arise in our work requiring immediate 
relief and treatment, is working satisfactorily 
for both societies, and seems to be drawing 
them together in confidence, mutual reliance, 
and help. 

The Council approved of the recommenda- 
tion of the Committee on District Work that 
the Constitution should be amended so that the 
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members of the Ladies’ Auxiliary Committees, 
or any Volunteer Friendly Visitors who maybe 
elected by the District Committees, shall be 
considered members of the Society so long as 
they continue in actual work. 

Also of the execution by the President of the 
lease of the premises, 1083 Park avenue, be- 
tween 63d and 64th streets, at $720 per year, 
for the purposes of the laundry, the rent to be 
paid out of the funds in the hands of the Com- 
mittee on Laundry. 

It elected Messrs. F. F. Thompson and 
Logan C. Murray as Vice-Presidents of the 
Society, and added the following persons to 
these District Committees respectively :

The arrest and conviction of the Rev. Robert 
J. Johnson for obtaining money under false 
pretences, and his sentence of two years in the 
State Prison, were reported to the Council. A 
full account will be found elsewhere. 

During January, two life, one associate, and 
forty-three annual members were received. 
This was a very satisfactory showing. It is to 
be hoped that the faithful work done by the 
Membership Committee will result in continued 
gains. Our income is not yet large enough for 
our needs. We want, therefore, a great increase 
in our annual membership. 

The financial condition of the Wood- Yard has 
markedly improved since the exclusive use of 
“ employment tickets ” at twenty-five cents each 
has been substituted for the “labor tickets,” 
which were furnished to the District Committees 
and some relief societies gratuitously and sold 
to others at ten cents each. 

Mr. Dodge, the chairman of the Committee on 
Annual Meeting, reported the successful com- 


pletion of their labors, whereupon it was re- 
solved that the General Secretary convey the 
thanks of the Council to President D. C. Gil- 
man, LL.D., Rev. Henry van Dyke, D.D.,and 
Rev. David H. Greer, D.D., for their able and 
instructive addresses at the Annual Meeting ; 
and that the thanks of the Council be extended 
to the Committee on Annual Meeting for the 
excellent meeting which they provided.

THE SOCIETY’S LAUNDRY, 

which was opened on Monday, February 25th, 
at 1083 Park Avenue, between 63d and 64th 
streets, is now ready to take orders for work. 
Ordinary family washing will be done at fair 
current prices, and the finest work can now be 
as well done at this Laundry as at any in this 
city. The Committee in charge desire that our 
members will do what they can to supply the 
Laundry with orders, both from their own fam- 
ilies and by enlisting their friends. 

It is believed that this enterprise will be of 
great benefit to many poor laboring women. 
As fast as women are properly trained they will 
be graduated and others taken in their place, 
always reserving sufficient trained hands to 
guarantee as good work as is done elsewhere. 


A TENDER OF SERVICE. 

It has been noticed in the course of examining 
the charity contribution lists of several mercan- 
tile firms that there were on each list a number 
of fraudulent charities. The danger is one 
which, without ample information, it is hard to 
avoid. We would be pleased, whenever a phi- 
lanthropist or mercantile house so desires it, to 
look over their list for them, indicating such 
charities as in our best judgment are unworthy 
of support. 

GOOD ILLUSTRATION OF EVILS OF* 
FORCED EMIGRATION. 

Case of I. S. and family. (3d Dist.) 

We had known of the condition of this family 
and their need for some ten days previous to the 
date of an inquiry made about them, and had 
been doing our utmost to aid, but it was almost 
an impossibility to, do so, because the man 


had been in the country only about five weeks, 
and was not a pauper on arrival, having some 
$30 in hand. However, as he had left Castle 
Garden, and for work, he seemed to belong to 
nobody. Did not come under the rules of Com- 
missioners of Emigration to return, and being in 
appearance and address quite above the ordinary, 
no one would aid, and he had been unable to se- 
cure employment, and when inquiry was received 
was almost in a starving condition. But with 
the influence of a letter, the matter was taken 
up by people of influence, who induced the com- 
missioners, through Superintendent Blake, to 
send the family back to their native land, and 
they sailed at six o'clock in the morning. It was a 
sad case of the evils the steamship agents do 
abroad, in inducing people to come to this coun- 
try to better themselves, making them believe 
that gold can almost be “ picked up in our 
streets.” 

This man was a kind of secretary, and left a 
position in Austria worth 60 gulden ($30) per 
month, and now has returned with broken 
health, penniless, and everything, almost, that 
he owned left in pawn. 

We secured warm clothing for their return, 
and wished them a comfortable journey to their 
far-away home, which they long to reach. 


A LETTER FROM Mr. W. A. JOHNSON 
THE SECRETARY OF THE CHICAGO 
C. O. S, ON NIGHT-AGENTS’ WORK. 

The following letter has been kept standing 
in type for some time, but there has been no op- 
portunity to print it before : 

October 27th, 1888. 

My Dear Friend : — 1 see by your report for 
October that you have given up the night-agent 
work, and many of your reasons therefor approve 
themselves to me as sound. We, like you, be- 
gan it as an experiment, but, unlike you, have 
occasion to think its effect has been salutary 
rather than the reverse. 

Our only reason for opening the office at night 
is the lack of a wayfarer’s lodge. The morpent 
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that we have that, if ever, our night opening will 
stop, but we shall endeavor to have an agent in 
connection with the wayfarer’s lodge who will be 
ale to attend to such pressing cases as the fol- 
lowing : 

An actual case. Time 9 o’clock p.m. Scene, 
Central Office. Thermometer below zero. Tele- 
phone bell rings. A widow sick and helpless ; a 
boy of 18 also sick; three small children hungry 
and cold in a tenement about one mile and one- 
half away. The secretary himself is keeping 
office that night. He calls a messenger boy to 
hold the fort, slips on his overcoat, jumps into a 
street-car, and twenty minutes later finds the 
family precisely as described, and in forty-five 
minutes from the time the telephone bell rang 
there is a fire in the stove, the stove-pipe having 
first been repaired, food given to the children, 
and a woman hired to take care of the sick ones 
for the night. The next morning the boy is 
taken to the hospital, the woman to her friends 
at some distance, the children temporarily to the 
Children’s Home. Two months later the family 
is reunited, and the last heard of them, two years 
after the occurrence, was that the boy was doing 
well, and supporting his mother and little 
sisters. ... 

We find night-office hours essential to make 
good our guarantee. I do admit all the evils that 
cluster around alms-giving without investigation, 
but I assert that by this plan we immensely de- 
crease such evils rather than increase them. 
Hundreds and hundreds of people who have ap- 
plied on the streets of Chicago since we have 
had our office open at night would have received 
small sums of money, who were instead referred 
to us. Most of them did not come. Most of 
those who did come were fraudulent, dissolute, 
unworthy. But notwithstanding that fact, and 
notwithstanding that we have given meals and 
lodgings to unworthy people frequently, we have 
very much reduced the amount of money given 
in miscellaneous charity on the streets. 


THE CENTRAL COUNCIL 

held its regular monthly meeting at No. 21 
University Place, on Tuesday, March 12th, at 
4:30 p.m. The President, Mr. de Forest, was 
in the chair and fourteen other members were 
present. 

The following information has been con- 
densed from the several reports presented : 

The receipts during February were $3,600.33, 
disbursements $2,829.96, and the balance on 
hand the 1st inst. was $7,660.27. 


A letter to each of the parties swindled by 
the Rev. R. J. Johnson, whose names could be 
ascertained, has been sent advising them of his 
conviction, and offering the services of the So- 
ciety to investigate the authenticity of unknown 
collectors. 

Forty-two new members were received in Feb- 
ruary, 36 of them being secured by the collectors, 
and 6 through other agencies. A contribution of 
$25 was received from the United Hebrew Char- 
ities, $100 from the German Hospital, and 
3 clergymen renewed their usual subscriptions. 

Seemingly there has been no reduction in the 
pressure of work of the Central or District 
Offices during the past month. 

The only noticeable increase, and an increase 
that has existed all through the winter, is in the 
matter of cases referred from the newspapers, 
of which 44 were received during February, 
against 18 received in February, 1888. As 
most of these required extended investigation, 
and were mostly above noth street, the increase 
has imposed a good deal of a tax upon the Cen- 
tral Office. There were 237 inquiries for special 
investigation during the month, against 267 in the 
corresponding month last year. Thus, although 
the number of reports received was less than 
during the preceding month, or the same month 
in 1888, information has been received from 
more sources, and the month has been an ex- 
ceedingly busy one ; so much so that the Central 
Office has not been able to spare any assistance 
to the District Offices which have been the most 
embarrassed by overwork. 

The Gen. Secretary has, by special invitation 
of the Rev. Dr. Hoffman, Dean of the Prot. 
Epis. General Theological Seminary, delivered 
three lectures before the students of that institu- 
tion during February, with a view to interesting 
those in training there for the ministry in the 
study of the relations between the rich and the 
poor. The lectures were upon : 1st, “ The 

Nature of the Problem ; ” 2d, “ The History 
of Modern Charity ; ” and 3d, “ The Remedies 
and Methods Proposed by the Organization of 
Charity ; ” and the addresses were supple- 
mented by an earnest indorsement of the Socie- 
ty’s work, by Dean Hoffman, and an appeal to 
the students to consider seriously the questions 
involved as a part of the necessary preparation 
for their coming duties. 
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The only noticeable feature in the general 
charitable survey of the city is the initiation 
within the last two or three months of several 
new enterprises having benevolent aims in view, 
and some of which are in lines that have needed 
strengthening. 

During the winter three “ Working Girls* 
Clubs ” and “Friendly Societies " have been 
incorporated for the social improvement of the 
classes named. One Society, under the auspices 
of the Rev. Dr. John Hall’s church, has been 
started to provide charity work to women; and 
another by the New York Prison Association for 
such discharged prisoners as give evidence of 
desire for reformation, consisting of a “ Press 
Bureau ” for the purpose of selling clippings from 
the leading newspapers in the United States and 
England; the income of which goes entirely to 
the assistance of the men employed therein. 

Our Hebrew friends have opened five societies 
for various kinds of relief, chiefly to assist 
newly arrived emigrants. One “ Diet Kitchen ” 
has been opened in connection with the Rev. 
Dr. Chas. H. Eaton’s church, 45th street and 
Fifth avenue, and an Industrial School in Four- 
teenth street has been started for Deaf-Mute 
Children; one Mutual Society to provide medical 
aid in case of sickness, somewhat on the plan of 
the English Provident Dispensaries; and one 
Special Dispensary and one Art Training 
School are also included. A “Home” for in- 
capacitated or enfeebled and destitute artists, 
literary people and other brain workers has 
been incorporated with a very respectable 
Board of Managers, and Special Missions have 
been opened for French, Italian, and Chinese 
residents, two Missions for the homeless men 
that throng our leading thoroughfares at night, 
and one in connection with Trinity Protestant 
Episcopal Church, devoting its energies to the 
rescue of drunkards. Besides these seemingly 
praiseworthy enterprises, the “ St. Andrew’s 
Kitchen ” of Mrs. Lamadrid, which plants its 
coffee-stands in different parts of the city for the 
purpose of furnishing one-cent meals, has taken 
on renewed energy under the patronage and 
assistance of Mayor Grant, and will probably 
continue its unwise and injurious work until 
the friends thereof find by sad experience that 
they have only repeated mistakes of which 
many others in the past have seen the folly.

APPEALS FOR SPECIAL AID. 

The Council has authorized the publication of 
these appeals, subject to the approval of the 
Executive Committee, only in cases where the 
needed aid cannot be obtained from existing 
charitable institutions , or, if so obtainable, cannot 
be obtained, as in the case of homes for the aged, 
without money payment . 

Any contributions should be sent to the Gen- 
eral Secretary at the Central Office. Contribu- 
tions in excess of the amount required will be 
retured to the last donors. 

Where money is asked for an individual’s sup- 
port for more than a year, the donors will please 
specify whether they are willing to give an equal 
amount in each successive year, as long as the 
beneficiary may live. 

Appeal No. 3. — During the last year this So- 
ciety has had under its care the case of an aged 
man and his wife, both of American birth, edu- 
cated and respectable. The wife has been for a 
long time a confirmed invalid, unable to care for 
herself. The husband was for forty-five years a 
wage earner. During the last two years his 
health has broken down. Recently, while bravely 
struggling to work, he has met with several acci- 
dents to which his weak and infirm condition 
rendered him specially liable. Disease has set 
in and he has become paralyzed. 

This aged couple are without relatives and 
without money. Sources of temporary relief are 
exhausted. It would be cruel to consign two 
such worthy old people to the almshouse for 
their few remaining days. That must be their 
fate unless the charitable public provide for 
them. Five hundred dollars will obtain forthem 
places as long as they may live, in a home for the 
aged.

THE CENTRAL COUNCIL 


met on Tuesday, April 9th, in 21 University 
place, at 4:30 p.m. The president, Mr. de Forest, 
was in the chair, and eighteen other members 
were present 

The Treasurer reported receipts during 
March of $2,372.83, and disbursements of $3,- 
330.60, and the balance on hand on the 1st inst., 


$6,673.40. 

The usual reports from the General Secretary 
and the standing committees were made, and 
from them the following was learned: 

During the past month 65 new subscriptions 
(28 by collectors, 26 by circulars, and n by 
other means), have been received, making a 
total increase in memberships and subscriptions 
of 157 since the commencement of the year. 

The Registrar reports that the work of the 
Registration Bureau during March has been 
very brisk, and reports and inquiries were re- 
ceived from many sources. The number re- 
ceived, however, is much smaller than for the 
corresponding month of ’88, owing to delay in 
getting the usual reports from the Commission- 
ers of Charities and Correction concerning the 
distribution of the winter’s coal, which usually 
come to us in March. These reports are 
promised to us during the current month. 
Three thousand and ninety reports were received 
from all sources; 1,067 of them coming from 
the District Committees, and 2,023 from so- 
cieties, churches, private individuals, etc. 
Nineteen relief societies, 4 hospitals, 2 institu- 
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tions, and 14 churches contributed reports 
during the month. Of the churches, as usual 
the Protestant Episcopal were in the majority; 
11 of these reporting, to 1 Presbyterian, 1 Bap- 
tist .and 1 Lutheran. The “ Woman’s Hospital ” 
is again sending cases for investigation; and 
several investigations have been made for the 
New England and Southern Relief Societies, 
the latter being a new accession during the past 
month. Two Roman Catholic churches in the 
northern part of the city have agreed to send full 
lists of their beneficiaries, and one has already 
done so, as the result of an interest in our work 
which has been created in the northern part of 
the city. 

The number of advices sent out is also less 
by upwards of 50 per cent than in the corre- 
sponding monih of 1888; due, as in the case of 
the reports, to the non-receipt of particulars 
concerning city coal. 

The inquiries to the Society concerning the 
standing of other societies and benevolent en- 
terprises have been quite numerous. Since last 
reported, 78 reports have been sent out in this 
department, of which 31 were concerning so- 
cieties in good standing, and 47 concerning 
those that were fraudulent or questionable. 

In the matter of special investigations, there 
has been an increase of about 40 per cent over 
March, 1888, principally in investigations made 
for co-operating societies and for newspapers. 
The force in the registration room has been fre- 
quently reduced by the necessity of detailing 
help to the District Offices, and to the United 
Hebrew Charities, for the purpose of taking off 
their reports. 

A parlor meeting has been held in Harlem at 
the house of one of the leading citizens who is 
deeply interested in the establishment of a Dis- 
trict Office in that part of the city, at which a 
committee was formed to make thorough can- 
vass of the whole of that part of the city, for the 
purpose of securing, as promptly as possible, at 
least 150 memberships for the support of a Dis- 
trict Office. Much interest was expressed, and 
the outlook seems quite encouraging, judging 
from the amount of energy that has been put 
into the present effort. Letters were received 
from nearly all the pastors of large and influ- 
ential churches not represented at the meeting, 


which were unanimous in their approval of the 
objects and aims of the Society, and of their 
conviction of the need of a District Office for 
their own local advantage. 

The request of the London society that this 
Society should assist in securing material for an 
exhibit, at the coming Paris international expo- 
sition, of reports showing the advance made by 
the Charity Organization idea in this country, 
has been taken in hand, and requests were sent 
out to all the leading societies to contribute of 
their reports and papers for such an exhibi- 
tion. Fourteen of the leading societies have 
responded, and a very creditable array of vol- 
umes and papers will be sent out during the 
present week. It may be interesting to know 
that in connection with this exhibition arrange- 
ments have been made, under the supervision 
of the proper department of the French govern- 
ment, to hold an International Conference for 
the consideration of questions of public relief, to 
sit from July 18th to August 4th; and at this 
conference, governments, legal administrations, 
scientific societies, institutions, as well as indi- 
viduals whose work and the desire of public 
good directs them to the study of questions of 
relief, are asked to be represented and to lend 
their assistance. The committee in charge of 
the conference has planned for the discussion of 
certain important questions; and the results of 
each discussion, and all the information gained 
concerning the subjects thereof, will be care- 
fully edited by special experts ; and an outline 
of each preliminary paper will be supplied a 
month in advance of the sessions, to all the 
members of the conference. Other questions 
germane to the general intent of the conference 
may also be submitted, if timely notice is given 
thereof. It is inferred from the circular that 
members will be recorded who are not able to 
attend the conference, by a payment of twenty 
francs, and will be entitled to all the publica- 
tions thereof. Some of the questions proposed 
for discussion are as follows: 

u 1. To what extent should public relief be 
obligatory and what are the results obtained in 
countries where the obligation exists ? 

“ 2. The organization and methods of relief 
and the study of the various systems found 
under the two principles: 
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a. To precede all relief by a careful inves- 
tigation into the material and moral conditions 
of the applicants, as is done by charity organi- 
zation societies, bureaus of special inquiry, etc. 

“b. Not to grant actual relief to able-bodied 
paupers or in any way to encourage them to 
receive what they might obtain themselves by 
work; as may be done by the co-operation of 
societies, public relief officials, benevolent per- 
sons, etc. 

“ 3. The methods of placing children who 
become a public charge, so as to insure their 
physical, intellectual, and moral well-being. 

“4. The organization of medical charities. 

“ 5. The care of the infirm, the sick, and the 
vagabonds. 

“6. The care of foundlings; and whether 
such care should be confined wholly to the 
State. 

“ 7. The protection of mothers and infants, 
so as to prevent mortality and infanticide. 

“ 8. The consideration of hospitals and the 
training of nurses. 

“ 9. The protection and education of imbecile 
children and epileptics. 

“ 10. Causes of mendicancy, and an exami- 
nation of the laws concerning it in different 
countries, and the suppression of refuges for 
mendicants. 

“ n. Asylums for aliens, colonies for aliens, 
and assistance to families.” 

No information has reached the Society of 
any general movement in the United States to 
be represented at this conference, but it is be- 
lieved that the most of the influential charity 
organization societies and other invited bodies 
in England will take an earnest part. 

On motion, the President was empowered to 
appoint as delegates to this international confer- 
ence any members of the Society who may be 
in Europe during its sessions and able to at- 
tend any of its meetings. 

Hereafter the chairmen of the several Dis- 
trict Committees will meet once a month with 
the Executive Committee, for the discussion of 
matters relating to District work, and their votes 
on such matters will have equal weight with 
those of the Executive Committee. 

Rule 2 of “ Rules for District Committees ” 
was altered so as to read: “ The Committee shall 


organize within one week of its appointment, by 
the election of a Chairman, a Secretary, a 
Treasurer, a Delegate Member of the Central 
Council, and a Delegate to the Committee on 

District Work. Any two of these offices may 
be held by the same person, and it is recom- 
mended that the same person be Chairman and 
Delegate Member of the Central Council; these 
officers shall thereafter be chosen annually, at 
a meeting of the Committee, to be held in the 
second week in November of each year, and 
shall hold office for one year and until their 
successors are elected. The absence of any 
member from three consecutive meetings of the 
Committee without being excused, may be con- 
sidered by the Chairman as equivalent to a 
resignation/’ 

The suggestion was made by the Committee 
on District Work that each member of a Dis- 
trict Committee have a case in charge, such a 
course not only giving experience, but adding 
greatly to the interest in the work of the So- 
ciety. 

The election of Mr. Kiliaen Van Rensselaer 
to the 1 st District Committee, of Mr. Harold 
R. Griffith to the 2d, and of Mr. E. C. Hen- 
derson as delegate to the Central Council from 
the Central District Committee, was approved. 

The President, by request, added Mrs. Thomas 
Thatcher, Mrs. Robert C. Cornell, and Mrs. 
Payson Merrill to the Laundry Committee. 


THE BEGGARS’ ADVOCATE. 

“ The differentiation of journalism in the present age is as 
remarkable as differentiation and specialization in everything 
else. We have newspapers of engineering, mining, railroad' 
ing, telegraphing, electric power, faith cure, etc., etc., and one 
devoted to the claims of Leif Ericksen as the first discoverer 
of America. We had supposed that the field of special jour- 
nals was full until we received a copy of Our Argus, a jour- 
nal published avowedly in the interest of beggary. Our Argus 
contains a sermon and two articles by the Rev. Mr. De Costa 
upholding the divine right to beg. The history of great beg- 
gars is given with considerable fulness, and the literature of 
beggary is shown to be an important part of the world’s trea- 
sures— the story of Lazarus and the legends of Homer and of 
Belisarius being typical instances. The case of Mr. Allen, a 
New York example, fills several columns of Our Argus. Mr. 
Allen, it appears, is blind. He stands on street corners and 
offers lead pencils for sale. He has several aliases , and he 
spends a portion of his gains in saloons. He is persecuted by 
the Charity Organization Society, which has caused him to be 
sent several times to Blackwell’s Island, notwithstanding he 
had a peddler’s license from the Mayor. Our Argus wages 
unrelenting war against charity organization societies, and 
against the New York one in particular. It holds that the aim 
of these societies is to strike down labor and to uphold capi- 
tal, but that their effect must be to promote Anarchism. The 
New York society, accDrding to Our Argus, makes the condi- 
tion of the unemployed poor worse than it would otherwise 
be, since it stands between the charitable and the objects of 
charity, pretending to discriminate between the worthy and 
the unworthy beggar, but really putting all beggars into 
one class, and that, of course, the unworthy. It is admitted 
obscurely by Our Argus that it is desirable to draw the line in 
almsgiving between the honest poor and the humbugs, but the 
attempt to make such distinctions, in its opinion, creates more 
evils than it cures. It is our opinion that if the doctrines of 
Our Argus were generally accepted, the picture of this coun- 
try would very soon resemble that of Italy before the consoli- 
dation of the kingdom under Victor Emmanuel, and that, al- 
though it might be a very paradise of beggars, it would be an 
exceedingly unpleasant habitation for everybody else.”— 
Evening Post, April 11, 1889 (editorial page).

Contribu- 
tions in excess of the amount required will be 
returned to the last donors. 

Where money is asked for an individual’s sup- 
port for more than a year, the donors will please 
specify whether they are willing to give an equal 
amount in each successive year, as long as the 
beneficiary may live. 

Appeal No. 3 . — During the last year this So- 
ciety has had under its care the case of an aged 
man and his wife, both of American birth, edu- 
cated and respectable. The wife has been for a 
long time a confirmed invalid, unable to care for 
herself. The husband was for forty-five years a 
wage earner. During the last two years his 
health has broken down. Recently, while bravely 
struggling to work, he has met with several acci- 
dents to which his weak and infirm condition 
rendered him specially liable. Disease has set 
in and he has become paralyzed. 

This aged couple are without relatives and 
without money. Sources of temporary relief are 
exhausted. It would be cruel to consign two 
such worthy old people to the almshouse for 
their few remaining days. That must be their fate 
unless the charitable public provide for them. 
Five hundred dollars will obtain for them places 
as long as they may live, in a home for the aged. 

This Society earnestly appeals to the public for 
aid in raising this amount.

ESTABLISHED BASIS. 

The system of encouraging small savings, 
known as the “ Penny Provident Fund,” an 
extended notice of which was contained in our 
November Bulletin, has passed the stage of ex- 
periment and has become an acknowledged suc- 
cess. 

The growth of the Fund was so rapid in one 
of our districts, the third, as to present the al- 
ternative of either discontinuing the Fund or 
hiring an additional office and clerk at an ex- 
pense of about $50 a month ; and the number 
of applications for the establishment of stamp 
stations in Mission Schools, Girls’ or Boys’ 
Clubs, and other similar charitable associations 
was so great as to necessitate either a refusal of 
such applications or the establishment of some 
system under which they could be encouraged 
and the usefulness of the Fund thus increased. 

To establish the Fund on a permanent basis 
which would permit the extension of its useful- 
ness required an annual outlay of between 
$1,500 and $2,500, according to the amount of 
work undertaken. No part of this sum could 
be obtained from the treasury of the Society, in- 
asmuch as the plan under which the Fund was 
started distinctly provided that it should be no 
additional financial burden upon our general 
treasury. 

Under these circumstances, the Committee 
determined to bring the plan and the results of 
our experiment to the attention of a few public- 
spirited citizens, in order to obtain, if possible, 
a guaranteed income for the next five years. 
The first gentleman who was communicated 
with on the subject, the Hon. Abram S. Hewitt, 
manifested great interest in the plan, and at 
Once volunteered to join in the necessary guar- 
antee fund. His letter on the subject is as 
follows : 

New York, February 7th, 1889. 
Robert W. de Forest , Esq ., 120 Broadway, City. 

My Dear Sir : — I have received your letter 
of the 1 st inst., containing suggestions for the 
reorganization of the Penny Provident Fund of 


the Charity Organization Society. This is a 
subject to which I have given considerable at- 
tention, and some years since I made a careful 
investigation of the methods adopted in Eng- 
land and France to encourage the poor to save 
their earnings. I am in hearty sympathy 
with all efforts in this direction, and I think 
that the Society has undertaken a very neces- 
sary duty, and has inaugurated the plan upon 
a sound basis. If we are ever to be emanci- 
pated from the evils of poverty, the relief must 
come from the establishment of provident 
habits among the poor. It is idle to expect 
that persons advanced in life will reform 
themselves, or can be reformed; but, as Plato 
has told us, we must begin with the young, 
and my own experience teaches me that the 
saving of pennies results in the accumulation 
of dollars. With the possession of means 
comes a sense of responsibility and the evolu- 
tion of moral forces before lying dormant. 

In the suggestions submitted to me I can see 
nothing to which I can take exception. I am 
clearly of opinion that the work should go on 
under the direction of the Charity Organization 
Society, and that it should not involve the es- 
tablishment of a separate savings bank. It is 
obvious that the Society must provide the 
stamps, the card and the account system, which 
at first will not be self-sustaining. For this you 
will require a guarantee fund. I will cheerfully 
be one of fifteen persons to subscribe one hun- 
dred dollars each, so long as the guarantee may 
be required, not exceeding five years. 

In this letter I do not feel it necessary to go 
over the ground which was fully covered in our 
conversation; but I am quite sure that the So- 
ciety will be immensely relieved of responsi- 
bility by placing the funds in a savings bank or 
trust company already organized. In England 
thfcre is no necessity for this course, because 
the government receives and is responsible for 
the savings; but in this country some one must 
be responsible, and fortunately in this city 
there are many institutions whose solvency will 
never be questioned. I recommend earnestly 
co-operation with them, because an independent 
bank would in the end necessarily become 
somewhat antagonistic in interest.

SMALL SAVINGS. 

A Paper read before a’ Ladies' Conference held in this 

city, May, 1889. 

Anarchists and Communists are often cured 
of their disorder by the possession of property. 
Once a property holder, the revolutionist soon 
grows anxious to have his property protected 
and his rights preserved. The purpose of so- 
cial laws and police regulations begins to dawn 
upon him : mob rule and general bankruptcy 
lose their fascination, and he becomes quite a 
decent citizen. 

The greater the number of depositors in city 
banks, the greater the number of people in- 
terested in the successful maintenance of those 
banks, and in the investments in which their 
deposits are placed. A recent writer goes 
further and says the cities which have numerous 
savings institutions are more easily governed, 
and the centres of smouldering revolution are 
likely to be where there are no saving facilities. 

The general aim of modern charity is to 
make people self-supporting. Primarily, the 
natural step to this is providence and saving. 
All social students can surely unite upon this 
platform. But saving is often a matter of tem- 
perament. It may be a gratification to you to 
save, and it may be irksome enough to me, and, 
left to ourselves, you will then save in spite of 
temptations, and I will spend as long as there is 
anything to spend, and subsequently I will 
apply to the Charity Organization Society. 
Some friendly hand may come to my as- 
sistance, but I cannot put aside my wages, and 
if my debts are paid I incur new ones, and 


after a few weeks my sympathetic friend dis- 
covers that she has been helping my landlord 
and my grocer and my baker, but she has not 
helped me. 

The Charity Organization Society finds* that 
it has been acting as a collection agency, collect- 
ing bills due to the landlord and the tradesmen ; 
not collecting them from me, who owed the 
money, but from the benevolent. The only 
effect upon me is that I now owe May rent in- 
stead of April rent ; and, having changed my 
grocer, I now owe Smith instead of Jones. 
Further than that, I have a profound conviction 
that the May rent will be paid in some mys- 
terious way, just as April rent was paid, and that 
the Lord will probably provide for Smith. You 
cannot help me much ; at my age my habits of 
mind are formed, and it is my lot in this life to 
drift along to the end ; but you can help my 
children, and you could have helped me ten 
years ago, if, instead of temporizing with my 
difficulties, you had gone to the root of the 
matter and taught me to save. 

The Penny Provident Fund, started last sum- 
mer, has nearly four thousand depositors, most 
of whom are children and young people. No 
matter how sriiall the coin, it will buy a stamp. 
Thirty-six stamps fill a stamp card like a scrap 
book. The amount on the card is then en- 
tered in a pass-book, and the depositor begins 
again with a new stamp card. There are six 
different denominations of the stamps, each in 
a different color, and the children struggle to 
get one of each kind, and then they work to 
become the owner of a pass-book. They show 
the cards and the books to their mother, and she 
buys some stamps for herself ; and when the 
father comes home, he tells them they will 
never see their money again, and the next morn- 
ing there is a temporary run on the Penny 
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Provident Fund. But it stands the strain, and 
when they get their money back they wish they 
had their cards again. So they tell the father 
that he is an “ old crank,” and they return 
somewhat shame-faced, and ask for a new card. 

A woman has saved $1.90 for a dress, and 
when she withdrew her money the other day 
she said she had not missed it a bit, and now 
she had a dress. 

Out of sixty scholars in a public-school class, 
over forty bought stamps the first day when the 
plan was explained to them. 

If there is any doubt in your minds as to the 
usefulness of this work, visit a stamp station ; 
if you think it difficult to introduce this system, 
try it. There is nothing original about it. 
Baltimore began three years ago and makes a 
tremendous showing ; England and France 
have been doing it for years ; but New York 
City has been saying to the poor : “ Nothing 
less than a dollar. Save a dollar or do not 
save at all ” ; and the thousands who cannot 
carry the small change in their pockets until it 
amounts to a dollar never get so far as the doors 
of the savings bank. 

You can all assist in this work, and you can 
do no more useful work. Every church, every 
mission, every school, every benevolent organi- 
zation, and every employer of labor should 
open a stamp station. 

THE CENTRAL COUNCIL 

met at No. 21 University Place on Tuesday, 
May 7th, at 4:30 p.m. The president, Mr. 
de Forest, was in the chair, and thirteen other 
members were present. 

The treasurer reported that during April he 
had received $1,941. 25, and disbursed $2,7 54. 79 ; 
and that the balance in the Union Trust Com- 
pany on the 1st inst. was $5,859.96, as against 
$6,015.65 last year at the same time. 

The usual reports were made, and among 
others these facts were learned : 

Since the beginning of the year, 198 new 
members or subscribers have been received. 
This is a good showing, and highly creditable 
to those who have contributed to bring it 
about. 

The wood-yard committee made their final re- 
port on the yard, which was closed on March 30th, 
showing that 2,435 days’ work had been given 


to 641 different men. (See the superintendent’s 
interesting and able report in an adjoining 
column.) 

The laundry committee reported that 74 per- 
sons had been employed since the last re- 
port. 

A society similar to our own will probably 
soon be started at Hartford, Conn., and the 
movement was suggested and has been chiefly 
stimulated by the rector of the leading Epis- 
’ copal church, who was formerly an assistant 
minister in Calvary Church in this city, and who 
urges upon Hartford the formation of a 
C. O. S. because he is convinced, by the valu- 
able aid rendered to him by this Society while 
located in New York, that such a medium of 
co-operation and intercommunication is indis- 
pensable in every large community. 

Another gratifying evidence of the influence 
of the Society comes in the announcement 
from a correspondent in the distant city of 
Paris of the appointment of a commission to 
inaugurate in that city a Charity Organization 
Society upon the lines of this Society, instead 
of after the example of the nearer society in 
London, which differs from ours radically in the 
matter of giving relief from its own funds. This 
whole move, we are told, had its beginning and 
growth thus far from correspondence with, and 
educational documents from, our own So- 
ciety. 

Acting upon the request named in the pre- 
vious report, there have been forwarded to the 
Social Economy Section of the Paris Exposi- 
tion thirty-five volumes contributed by nine 
State Boards of Charities and by eighteen 
Charity Organization Societies, and a letter re- 
ceived May 6th, announces their arrival, and 
expresses much satisfaction with the complete 
condition of the exhibit. 

Inasmuch as the workers in all similar social 
reforms are not only encouraged but helped by 
comparison of methods and interchange of ex- 
perience, and as the Charity Organization So- 
cieties in the leading cities of Great Britain, and 
especially that of London, have always been 
prompt and cordial in service and other acts of 
co-operation, and always give a warm welcome 
to fellow-workers from this side of the Atlantic, 
it is earnestly hoped that those members of the 
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Council who go abroad this summer will not 
fail to visit those societies, and, if possible, at- 
tend some of their meetings. The weekly meet- 
tings of the Council of the London Society, and 
the discussions of the Denison Club connected 
therewith, will be found instructive and grati- 
fying, and may reveal many ways by imitation 
of which the zeal and interest of our own 
workers and members may be increased. The 
work also carried on at Toynbee Hall and at 
the People’s Palace, as also that of Mr. Char- 
rington at Tower Hamlets, each promises much 
elevation of the degraded poor of East London, 
and will be found well worthy of inspection and 
investigation. The secretary will be glad to 
give letters of introduction, which, judging from 
past courtesies, will insure a hearty welcome. 

In addition to the above, the coffee taverns 
of the large towns of England, which have 
proved not only of commercial profit, but also, 
it is claimed, largely instrumental in reducing 
the amount of liquor drunk, and the increase of 
degradation and poverty caused thereby, de- 
serve examination and study, it being the firm 
conviction of many who have seriously consid- 
ered these enterprises as applicable to our own 
city that there can be no opponent to the saloon 
power so effective as an agency of this kind, 
which supplies reasonable gratification to the 
social instincts of the community, and espe- 
cially of the laboring classes, without the con- 
stant temptation and even compulsion to in- 
dulgence in intoxicating beverages. 


SUPERINTENDENT'S REPORT 

of the work in the Charity Organization Society’s Wood-yard 

during the winter 1888-89. 

The Wood-yard opened November 1st, and closed March 
30th. 

2,435 days’ work was given on tickets to 641 different men 
who applied for work. 

Of these, 49 did not go to work at all, or only worked a few 
minutes. 

Of the remaining : 

199 worked only one day. 

178 more than one and less than five. 

151 more than five and less than ten. 

64 ten days and more. 

Of the men who came to the yard, 281 had homes of their 
own or were living with friends— they were invariably paid in 
cash ; 360 had no homes, and were given lodging and meal 
tickets to the following places, viz. :

Home Lodging House, 404 Pearl Street (under the auspices 
of Society for Improving Workingmen’s Homes). 

New York Bible and Fruit Mission, 420 E. 26th Street.

* These were all cases for the City Alms Houses or Asylums, 
so that pittances to them on the street simply interfered with 
a more complete and humane provision.

The Council has authorized the publication of 
these appeals, subject to the approval of the 
Executive Committee, only in cases where the 
needed aid cannot be obtained from existing 
charitable institutions , or, if so obtainable, cannot 
be obtained, as in the case of homes for the aged, 

without money payment. 

Any contributions should be sent to the Gen- 
eral Secretary at the Central Office. Contribu- 
tions in excess of the amount required will be 
returned to the last donors. 

Where money is asked for an individual’s sup- 
port for more than a year, the donors will please 
specify whether they are willing to give an equal 
amount in each successive year, as long as the 
beneficiary may live. 

Appeal No. 3. — During the last year this So- 
ciety has had under its care the case of an aged 
man and his wife, both of American birth, edu- 
cated and respectable. The wife has been for a 
long time a confirmed invalid, unable to care for 
herself. The husband was for forty-five years a 
wage earner. During the last two years his 
health has broken down. Recently, while bravely 
struggling to work, he has met with several acci- 
dents to which his weak and infirm condition 
rendered him specially liable. Disease has set in 

and he has become paralyzed. 

This aged couple are without relatives and 
without money. Sources of temporary relief are 
exhausted. It would be cruel to consign two 
such worthy old people to the almshouse for 
their few remaining days. That must be their fate 
unless the charitable public provide for them. 
Five hundred dollars will obtain for them places 
as long as they may live, in a home for the aged. 

This Society earnestly appeals to the public for 
aid in raising this amount. Contributions should 
be marked “ Old Couple,” and sent to Mr. Chas. 
D. Kellogg, General Secretary, 21 University 
Place. 

Appeal No. 4. — An Austrian, 30 years old, 
formerly a freight handler, three years in this 
country, but speaking English poorly, who has 
had both arms amputated near the elbow in 
consequence of an accident, and is only imper- 
fectly served by artificial limbs, desires employ- 
ment in some capacity wherein hands are not 
especially required. He would make a good 
door-keeper, watchman, or messenger. He could 
carry burdens on his back, or pull a carriage by 
a strap across his shoulders, or do other similar 
work. He bears a good character, is able-bodied, 
and desires to earn his own living. He requires 
assistance in eating and dressing, but if able to 
pay his board we could secure a home where such 
services will be rendered to him.

ITEMS. 

At the June Council meeting, it was ordered 
that the rule that “ no investigations be under- 
taken for parties unknown to the District 
Agents, without satisfactory reasons being 
ascribed therefor,” be published in the Bul- 
letin. 

The thanks of the Society are hereby extend- 
ed most heartily to the kind and generous 
friends who have by their contributions secured 
a permanent home for the aged couple for 
whom an appeal has been published in the 
Bulletins of March, April, and May. The 
entire amount has been secured, and the couple 
will be comfortably settled in their new abode 
ere this Bulletin appears. 

The late Miss Leonora Sophia Bolles left the 
Society in her will $3,000. But as she died 
within two months of the date of the will, by law 
in this State the bequest was invalid. The 
residuary legatees nevertheless unanimously 
instructed the executors to carry out the wishes 
of the testator and pay the legacy. Such treat- 
ment confers not only a favor on the Society, 
but honor upon themselves, and deserves special 
recognition and thanks. 

Mary Ann Keating, a deaf woman, has a 
“ grievance ” against the Society, but those 
who are touched by her story are kindly asked 
to consider the improbability, to say the least, 
of such persons as she accuses being intention- 
ally guilty of in any way injuring her. Inquiry 
at the Central Committee office will show just 
where the blame lies. 

Those who have not yet paid their subscrip- 
tions for the year, or who are in arrears for 


past years, will confer a favor if they will 
kindly send in the money this month. The sum- 
mer is the season when our income is almost 
entirely cut off, and our difficulties and anxie- 
ties are greatly increased thereby. Our work 
cannot be curtailed without serious harm to the 
poor ; and the poor take no vacation, so that 
there is all summer a call from them upon our 
help. 

Two old persons arrested for begging by 
Officer Hebberd turned out to be inmates of 
private charitable institutions of high standing. 
They were discharged after a reprimand. We 
have called the attention of these institutions 
to the above circumstance ; but the evil is 
one against which it certainly behooves all 
“ Homes,” whose inmates have the privilege of 
frequent absences, to be on their guard. 

The notorious Elizabeth A. Goodrich, alias 
Mrs. Swan, who for years has studiously im- 
posed on the charitable of the city, was arrested 
by Officer Hebberd on May 15th, and held in 
$500 bail pending trial in General Sessions. 

The Laundry of the Charity Organization 
Society, at 583 Park avenue, between 63d and 
64th streets, is doing all kinds of washing in the 
best manner, and at the rates charged in other 
first-class laundries. Many of its patrons leave 
the city for the summer. The workers of this 
Society well know that it is more difficult to 
find employment for destitute women in the 
summer months than in winter ; and for that 
reason it is to be hoped that the work of the 
laundry will be increased during the summer 
rather than diminished. Persons living outside 
the city can readily employ the laundry by 
using the express companies, while those inside 
will have their washing carried to and fro at 
the laundry's expense by sending a postal card 
to the above address. 
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THE CENTRAL COUNCIL 

met at No. 21 University place, Tuesday, June 
nth, at 4:30 p.m. In the absence of the pres- 
ident in Europe, the Hon. Charles S. Fairchild, 
the vice-president, took the chair. Ten other 
members were present. 

The treasurer reported that during May he 
had received $1,620.00 and disbursed $2,482.- 
39, and that the balance in the Union Trust 
Co. on the first of June was $4,997 57 * 

From the other reports presented, these facts 
were learned : 

No better evidence of the hold which this 
Society has gained is afforded than by the fact 
that since the beginning of the year 200 new 
contributors have been received, a larger in- 
crease than in the same time in any recent year. 
Of this number, 22 — viz., 3 Life, 2 Associate, 
and 16 Annual Members, and 1 subscriber of 
$5 — were received in May. 

The work of the Central Office is showing 
considerable reduction from previous months, 
as is usual at this season of the year. The 
number of reports received from co-operating 
societies shows a reduction of twenty-three per 
cent from the number received in May of last 
year, while the number of special cases referred 
to the Central Office for investigation is pre- 
cisely the same as in May, 1888. The number 
of advices sent out shows a large reduction. 
The number of cases sent in by private individ- 
uals is well kept up, and considerable increase 
is reported in the number of cases sent by the 
prominent city newspapers for investigation. 
An unusual number of reports has been re- 
ceived during May from hospitals, and the 
Hospital for the Ruptured and Crippled has 
commenced to send its doubtful cases to us for 
investigation. Presbyterian churches are largely 
in the minority of those who make reports, and, 
as heretofore, the Episcopal largely in the 
majority. A valuable letter has been received 
from Archdeacon Mackay Smith in reply to a 
letter from a member of the Committee on Co- 
operation, which shows that our hold upon the 
Episcopal Church is gradually strengthening 
and widening. The letter will • be found upon 
page 4. 

Fifteen reports concerning the standing of 
other societies have been sent out during the 
month, five being favorable and ten condem- 


natory to the enterprises inquired about. One 
inquiry concerned a society which expired 
more than ten years since, the secretary of 
which has occasionally gone the rounds of its 
former subscribers and dishonestly collected 
money for her own individual purposes. A 
new and flagrant case of imposture has come in 
during the month in an enterprise making col- 
lections ostensibly for “ A Relief and Loan 
Fund for Working Women,” the name of the 
esteemed rector of Grace Church being fraudu- 
lently put at the head of the subscription list 
for $100, serving as a decoy to collect money 
from the public and chiefly from the members 
of his own congregation, who were led, on the 
strength of his supposed approval, to contribute. 

Notwithstanding the failures of the last two 
years, a renewed effort has been made this 
season to secure for Catholic children the ben- 
efits of the Tribune Fresh Air Fund during the 
present summer — benefits of which they have 
been deprived in an increasing ratio for a few 
years past, both because of the unwillingness of 
Catholic priests to have children sent into 
Protestant homes, and also the refusal of many 
Protestant families to receive Catholic children, 
on account of difficulties which have arisen 
from the religious and dietary customs of the 
homes to which they have been invited in pre- 
vious years. Efforts have previously been 
made, by advice of the Catholic authorities of 
this city, to interest various bishops of the 
dioceses within or adjacent to New York State, 
urging them to endeavor to find suitable fami- 
lies where the Catholic children of New York 
might be sent and receive the benefits of a 
vacation in the country, surrounded by the 
influences of their own religion, but no response 
has been received. This year Mrs. Wolcott, 
our 7th District Agent, was sent, through an 
arrangement kindly made beforehand by a rail- 
road officer of influence, to the northern part of 
Pennsylvania, into a county well filled with 
prosperous Catholic citizens, and armed with a 
letter of introduction from our good friend, 
Rev. Dr. Preston, one of the vicars-general of 
this city. She had a most cordial reception. 
Great interest was manifested in the character 
and management of the Fresh Air work, of 
which they had previously known little or 
nothing, and she was assured by the most influ- 
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ential priests of the locality of their earnest 
co-operation in securing safe and comfortable 
homes for the reception of a goodly number of 
children of Roman Catholics under the care of 
this Society, where a few weeks could be spent 
by them during the opening summer. As here- 
tofore, the manager of the Tribune Fresh Air 
Fund will probably arrange for the transporta- 
tion of as many as are invited. 

The Buffalo Society has been carefully study- 
ing and considering the work of our Penny 
Provident Fund during the past month, with a 
view to ingrafting a similar system upon their 
own Society. Their expenses in carrying out 
such a scheme have been provided for under 
the Fitch bequest with which they were en- 
dowed some years since, and in a special charter 
granted to them to carry out the purposes of 
that bequest permission has been given to 
them to establish “ a place of deposit for small 
sums of money (not exceeding for any one 
person $50) by working people, to be drawn 
out by them as their needs require, etc.,” a 
privilege, they say, that has not been granted 
to any other society or corporate body in the 
State except regular savings banks. 

The establishment of three new stamp stations 
by our Penny Provident Fund was reported. 

The Laundry is in a fairly satisfactory con- 
dition at present, but as some of the patrons 
will be out of town during the summer, it is 
hoped that others will be found, so that the 
women may be kept employed. 

A long and interesting report of the Ladies' 
Central Auxiliary Committee was read, giving a 
summary of their work since early in December, 
1888. Much has been accomplished in allying 
the lady workers in our churches in our work 
by acquainting them with our methods. Five 
conferences have been held upon the question, 
How best to help the dependent poor. 

THE BARTHOLDI CRECHE. 

We are glad to learn that this Creche is open again 
for the summer on Bedloe’s Island. It fills a space oc- 
cupied by no other Fresh Air charity, as it enables a 
mother to take her drooping babe or children, any half- 
hour of the day, from the stifling and fetid heats of the 
tenement-house districts at once into the invigorating 
air of the Bay, where a comfortable cottage, under the 
charge of a trained nurse, gives restful shelter for an 
hour or a day. It is not a part of the Charity Organiza- 
tion Society’s work, but Mr. Kellogg, our General Sec- 
retary, is its Treasurer, and will be glad to have the 
Creche remembered by our members in distributing their 
gifts for Fresh Air charity. 


PRATT INSTITUTE. 

The belief in industrial education as a means 
for the elevation of the people has met with 
practical exemplification in the Pratt Institute, 
Brooklyn, founded by the generosity of Mr. 
Charles Pratt, for the promotion of manual 
training and of advanced work in science and 
art. The buildings of the Institute are situated 
on Ryerson street, between De Kalb and Wil- 
loughby avenues, and extend through to Grand 
avenue. They are constructed of brick, with 
trimmings of stone and terra-cotta, and vary in 
height from one to six stories. All are heated 
by steam and lighted by electricity. The follow- 
ing are the departments : the library and read- 
ing-room ; the school of art and design ; domes- 
tic science, where instruction is given in cooking 
and sewing ; the mechanic arts ; the building 
trades ; the short-hand ; and the technical mu- 
seum. Both day and evening classes are held, 
the full regular course being three years. The 
Institute is a worthy model of what wealth can 
do in the way of judicious giving. The com- 
pleteness of .its equipment and the thoroughness 
of its teaching make it well worth a visit by our 
members who are interested in technical edu- 
cation. 

A CENTRAL CHARITY BUILDING. 

New York needs, as does every large city, a 
Central Charity building, where all benevolent 
societies without a plant of their own can have 
their offices ; where charitable information, in- 
fluence, and impulse may be concentrated ; 
where charitable knowledge and views may be 
readily exchanged, and where visible proof can 
be given of the benefits of system and co- 
operation. 

Boston has such a building, which cost 
$250,000, and intelligent citizens there believe 
that it pays one hundred per cent a year to the 
community in the economy and beneficence of 
charity. Here is a rare opportunity for some 
person of wealth who desires to benefit the com- 
munity and perhaps establish a memorial. It 
is hoped that some of our members may be 
attracted by the suggestion, and the General 
Secretary will be glad to confer with any one 
who desires to consider the matter. 

General John Eaton, LL.D., President Marietta College, 
Ohio, and former Secretary of the National Bureau of Educa- 
tion, writes in April, 1889: “ Charity organization is the dis- 
covery of the missing link in the co-operative movements for 
the amelioration of human suffering. The end has not been 
reached, but you are working towadrs it successfully, and 
everybody should aid you.”

If the truth were known, even the most experienced and 
astute are often shockingly deceived. When our peo- 
ple realize how carefully you guard the privacy of the 
worthy poor, they will aid you more generally than they 
do. I have found your information invaluable in our 
City Mission work, and heartily bespeak the co-opera- 
tion in it of all our clergy.

The number of visits made by 
the Committee and Agents was 182 ; and of letters written by them in behalf of the poor, 112 ; while 
the Friendly Visitors made 20 visits. 

We have 6 good women and 3 reliable men ; the former for day's work, the latter willing to 
do any kind of honest labor.

FRAUDULENT SOCIETIES BAFFLED. 

The notorious St. Stephen’s Guild or Mission, 
recently at No. 9 Livingston place, pretending at 
times to be a children’s institute, a refuge for 
tempted girls, an employment bureau for female 
help in Texas, etc., etc., has, for the present at 
least, been broken up, and the Sisters Beatrice, 
Harget, Alice, and their aliases have since been 
making efforts to connect themselves with some 
of the leading Protestant Episcopal churches, 
but thus far without success. Our readers, and 
especially those interested in church work, are 
particularly cautioned to bear these schemers in 
mind. 

Miss Ada M. Chevallier, the projector and 
chief spirit of St. George’s Medical Aid Associa- 
tion and Hospital, has been again dispossessed, 
and has retreated into another State under the 
imputation of practices which, if legally proved, 
would make it dangerous for her to return. 

The suit of the Ladies’ Art Union against this 
Society for alleged libel in warning our members 
against it, which was on the calendar for Octo- 
ber, is not likely to be reached for trial before 
next spring. 


A FASHIONABLE BEGGAR. 

After nearly three years’ patient following and 
many disappointments, our Officer Hebberd suc- 
ceeded early in October in capturing Max Solo- 
mon, alias Seligman, a young man who, for at 
least six years, has led a double life, as a suc- 
cessful beggar and also a society votary and a 
political aspirant. His rdle.was to present a let- 
ter at the doors of private, wealthy homes, im- 
ploring aid for his father, who was sick in bed, 
and his family starving and ill-clad. His father, 
a successful beggar also, had educated this son 


to follow his trade. The young man occupied 
rooms in the house of a friend, who was totally 
ignorant of his business and was astounded at 
the disclosure of it. His letters enabled him to 
live in luxury on a handsome income. A large 
part of his time was spent about Wall street, where 
he pretended to be a clerk, having one of his 
names duly entered in the City Directory, and 
his evenings were spent at the theatres and in 
certain social circles where he had obtained en- 
trance by his plausible demeanor. Many of our 
readers will recognize his name and story, and 
will be interested to know that he is paying a 
deserved penalty for his dishonest life by a six 
months' service at the Workhouse. Just before 
his arrest he had secured an appointment as In- 
spector of Election in the Eighth District. 

So does mistaken benevolence, acting without 
knowledge, encourage deceit, and divert chari- 
table relief from suffering and struggling virtue 
to the support of hypocrisy and vice. 


THE HOME RELIEF ASSOCIATION. 

Rev. W. A. Stirling, Secretary of the above- 
named society, notified us on the 14th of Sep- 
tember that the Board of Directors had resolved 
to discontinue the work of the society until a 
new Board of Directors should be organized, and 
that due notice would be given when they were 
prepared to resume. 

The society has, in times past, done a needed 
work, and seemed to deserve support, but for 
two years past its methods have been so care- 
less as to provoke much inquiry and criticism. 
As it has an opportunity, under good, efficient 
management and supervision, to do a good work 
in a quarter of the city where it is needed, it is 
hoped that its labors may be resumed under such 
auspices as entitle it to confidence. Until that 
time we presume that our members will not be 
asked for further subscriptions. When we are 
informed of its resumption we will advise our 
member^ through the Bulletin, 
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THE CENTRAL COUNCIL 

held its monthly meeting on the afternoon of 
Thursday, the 17th inst. Mr. de Forest, who 
had just returned from Europe, occupied the 
chair ; 16 members in all being present. 

The Treasurer made the most gratifying re- 
port that he had ever been able to make at this 
period of the year, when receipts are always at 
their lowest ebb. The treasury, however, was 
left bare upon the 1st instant, and contribu- 
tions are much needed to maintain the work, 
without borrowing money, until the regular re- 
ceipts shall begin to flow in in December. The 
payment of the legacy of $3,000 from the estate 
of Miss Leonora Sophia Bolles was announced, 
and the Trd&surer was authorized to invest the 
same. 

The office of the 3d District Committee was 
changed from 287 to 297 Broome street. 

The design for a corporate seal for the So- 
ciety was approved. 

The election of Mr. Russell Sturgis as a 
member of the 5 th District Committee was ap- 
proved. 

The usual reports of the District Officers and 
the Special Officer were presented, as shown in 
another column. 

The Committee on Provident Habits re- 
ported that 25 stations of the Penny Provident 
Fund were open, and that its deposits in the 
Union Trust Company on the 1st inst. 
amounted to $2,602.74. 

The General Secretary’s usual report was 
presented, the chief items of which are as 
follows: 

The work of the Registration Bureau during 
September was exceptionally light, showing a 
falling off in the receipt of reports of about 
one-third from September of last year, but only 
five per cent in the number of advices sent out; 
while the number of special investigations called 
for was more than fifty-eight per cent less; 
while in each of these items the work was about 
the same as for September, 1887. The number of 
reports for three months past amounts to 
10,315 as compared with 3,823 during the same 
months of last year. The cases dealt with by 
District Committees show an increase during 
the summer of about ten per cent, and the ad- 
vices of duplication, etc., sent out by the Central 
Office show an increase of about five per cent. 


The Fresh Air work has been taken up by 
the several Agents during the summer with 
commendable zeal and interest, and a goodly 
number of women and children coming under 
the cognizance of the Society have received the 
benefits thereof. The tender of co-operation 
made to the leading Fresh Air enterprises by 
this Society, in accordance with the resolutions 
unanimously adopted by the Fresh Air Con- 
ferences held in our rooms in November last, 
with a view to cure the evils of overlapping, 
was not generally accepted, even by those who 
confessed the evil and their participation of it; 
and therefore our own avoidance of these evils 
rested entirely upon the care and penetration 
of our own Agents, and no reason has yet ap- 
peared to throw doubt upon their caution and 
thoroughness. All of our Agents and Assis- 
tants take up this recreative work with intelli- 
gent ardor, with a full conviction, drawn from 
experience, of the moral as well as the physical 
benefits accruing both to the children and the 
adults therefrom. 

The work in this line may be thus summed 
up: 

345 children were sent into the country for 
an average of two weeks 

9 1 adults and working girls for an average of 
two weeks. 

345 women and 1,460 children were sent out 
on excursions for one day each. Making a 
total of 2,241 persons who received summer 
Fresh Air benefits through this Society. 

The Secretary of the New York State Board 
of Charities reports to the General Secretary 
that the Society has reason to congratulate it- 
self that it was creditably represented by Mrs. 
Wolcott, Agent, and Mrs. L. S. Houghton, one 
of the Friendly Visitors of the Seventh District 
Committee, at the National Conference of Cha- 
rities and Correction at San Francisco early in 
September, and also that the Conference was one 
of the best of the sixteen thus far held, in the 
degree of local interest which was excited and 
evident local benefits produced. A glance 
through the papers presented shows that it was 
equal to any in the excellence of its discussions. 
Due prominence was given to the Organization 
of Charities, and an admirable resume of the 
progress for the year was presented by the 
Chairman, Mr. McCulloch, President of t Te 
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Indianapolis C. O. S., who reported an exist- 
ence of 75 societies in the United States in 
towns and cities containing ten millions of 
population. Not only are the majority of the 
societies prospering, but the older relief socie- 
ties the land over have noticeably modified 
and improved their work under the influence of 
the efforts and literature put forth by the new 
charity. A further significant sign of the ex- 
tension of this new movement in charity was 
also pointed out in the attention given to it by 
universities an 1 colleges. In Harvard, Yale, 
Johns Hopkins, Cornell, Amherst, the State 
Universities of Ohio, Michigan, Pennsylvania, 
and Nebraska, Vanderbilt University, Bryn 
Mawr and Ogontz, lectures are given on these 
and related subjects. The deduction was drawn 
that the entrance into these schools and col- 
leges of the principles which should govern the 
administration of charity is but preliminary to 
their entrance into legislation ; and we may 
therefore expect that before another generation 
the laws of the various States affecting the 
general condition of the laboring and dependent 
classes will be sensibly modified. The litera- 
ture of scientific charity is large and increasing, 
pervading Reviews and Quarterlies; and Yearly 
Reports of societies are no longer merely 
records of blankets, shoes, and groceries distri- 
buted, but thoughtful papers on the deeper 
questions of poverty, pauperism, and their 
remedies. 

A Supplementary Conference was held at 
Portland, Oregon, on the urgent request of a 
special deputation of its citizens, a large part 
of the delegates going there for this purpose, 
and a most enthusiastic Charity Organization 
meeting before an audience said to number 
over two thousand was held on one of the two 
evenings spent there, at which Mrs Wolcott 
and Mrs. Houghton made addresses upon the 
work as illustrated by our own Society, which 
were highly commended by the press and by 
members of the Conference. Portland possesses 
a young and vigorous C. O. S., and its members 
express themselves as much helped in their work 
by the interest excited in the movement by these 
meetings of the Conference. 

Successful efforts have been made this fall 
to secure careful consideration of Charity Or- 
ganization principles and methods by the An- 


nual Convention of Christian Workers to be 
held in Buffalo during the present month, and 
it has been arranged that the matter be care- 
fully 4 presented and discussed by competent 
parties under the special care of the Buffalo 
Society. As this Convention is a large and in- 
fluential one of the best workers in local mis- 
sions from all our large cities and towns, the 
majority of which dispense more or less relief 
as an adjunct to their religious efforts, and too 
often with mistaken zeal, the fact that the 
subject will receive thorough elucidation in 
such an assembly is worthy of note and is a 
cause for hope. 

PORTION OF LETTER RECEIVED FROM 

AN OFFICER OF A KINDRED SOCIETY 

IN A NEIGHBORING CITY. 

I wish I could answer your questions. Fifty or sixty 
years from now, perhaps, you and I can answer them. 
Up to now a few points seem to have some distinct- 
ness. 

First. Relief to able-bodied men without dependants 
should always come through their own work. It seems 
to me that the benevolent people of any city should 
make this to be always possible. I think it is now 
possible in almost every case, although the care and 
trouble required in securing this end are unnecessarily 
great. 

Second. It seems to me that able-bodied men in dis- 
tress should be willing not only to do what they prefer 
to do, but, temporarily, what is open for them to do. 

Third. Able-bodied men who will not work should 
suffer, both in their own interest and in the interest of 
the community. The efforts of the truly benevolent 
should now be directed to securing this result with 
greater certainty and celerity. , 

Fourth. As a corollary to what precedes, I think we 
have a duty in exposing to their own consciences the 
sins of those selfish rich people who make and perpetu- 
ate able-bodied beggars by throwing down to the poor 
man a dole, to accentuate the difference between their 
station and his. Also that we have a duty in promoting 
a healthy love of work, and a proper normal respect of 
honest work both in the rich and poor. 

The whole great subject of industrial education lies, 
of course, in contact with this part of our work. In the 
light of our experience we" see, as others may not, the 
enormity of the crime of the State when she holds under 
confinement a delinquent citizen, for years it may be, 
and neglects to teach him an honest trade. 

Our friend from New Haven tells me that their wood- 
yard is open at night and lighted, so that a man asking 
for supper or lodging can at once earn it and get it. In 
the absence of direct police surveillance, as in Boston, 
this plan seems to me worth trying, and I want to try it. 


A little girl of the Italian race is in the habit of visiting cer- 
tain houses in Boston quite regularly, receiving, at the several 
doors, food and sometimes other articles which she stows 
snugly away in the basket which is her constant companion. 
In her round of visits one day she was accompanied by another 
little girl who had no basket. The good lady of the house, 
after supplying the little girl as usual, remarked: 

“ Doe* not your companion want something, too ? ” 

“Oh, no !” was the reply. “She’s rich! Her father 
works.” 

Thus we see what riches consist of in the eyes of the poor.

The number of cases investigated 
but not taken in charge, 85 ; of frauds exposed or 
suppressed, 3 ; of false or mistaken addresses, 11. 
The number of visits made by the Committee and 
Agents was 542, and of letters written by them 
on behalf of the poor, 625; while the Friendly 
Visitors made 393 visits. 

Illustrative Case. — Herman and Josephine 
Kunze, a German laboring man of 38 and his 
wife, and four children: a babe of a few 
weeks and the others 4, 6, and 9 years of age. 

The man was strong and able-bodied, but had 
been out of work a month and a half, owing to 
the sugar refinery, where he had been employed 
for six years, being closed by the Sugar Trust; 
and during that time the family had occasionally 
received slight assistance from their chapel and 
a relief society and the city coal. The man’s 
wages at the refinery having been small, savings 
rapidly disappeared. After some effort, work 
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was found in a coal yard. The woman was able 
to supplement the earnings by taking in a little 
washing. The man was tested at the woodyard 
and proved himself able and willing, and all the 
previous employers testified to his industry an‘d 
honesty, and said they would have been glad to 
have employed him had they any work to offer. 

A Visitor was intrusted with the case, and fur- 
ther work was found in a brickyard, and im- 
provement was made by moving them to a better 
tenement. The future, however, in the city, 
seemed so unpromising as to permanent work 
that the Visitor took the study of the case with 
her into the country on her summer vacation ; 
and while sojourning in Rhode Island found em- 
ployment for the man upon a farm. Having 
shown his ability to do the work required, he was 
put in charge of the farm. A snug little home 
was provided for him at $50 per year, and the 
family were sent for and comfortably installed 
with every prospect of a permanent settlement, 
at wages ample for the support of the family and 
to enable them to lay up some surplus earnings.

No cases which require the care of Friendly 
Visitors are taken in charge by the Central Agent, 
whose special duty is Investigation and Direc- 
tion only in all cases residing in parts of the 
city not yet covered by the Society’s District 
Committees, and which cases have been referred 
to the Society by members and others desiring 
information. 

During the months of June, July, August, and 
September, 432 cases were directed to the proper 
help ; 1 was placed in an institution, 8 were emi- 
grated, relief was procured for 53, temporary 
work for 8, and 460 consultative cases were con- 
sidered; 66 cases were specially investigated; 349 
visits have been made and 609 letters written in 
behalf of the poor. 


MRS. GOODRICH, ALIAS SWAN, 

whose name has been for a long time on our 
Cautionary List, and who has for several years 
posed as a private philanthropist, soliciting con- 
tributions from down-town business houses for 


the support of an old couple named Goodrich 
and their worthless and idle son, pleaded guilty 
at her trial before Recorder Smyth on the 26th 
of June, on complaint of the Charity Organiza- 
tion Society. 

On recommendation of the Society, and her 
promising to remove out of the city, sentence 
was suspended ; but the Recorder administered 
a stinging rebuke, and assured her that he should 
have her watched and the Society would also do 
the same, and if she was brought before him 
again she would be sent to the penitentiary. 

She has secured several thousand dollars in 
small sums within the past few years. 

A FRIEND IN NEED. 

The value of the co-operative intercourse car- 
ried on between the Charity Organization Socie- 
ties of different cities and countries has been 
well illustrated during the past season in an in- 
stance in the experience of our own Society. ' A 
clerk of Lord & Taylor’s, who had become ner- 
vously prostrated by overwork, was sent abroad 
by his family, thoroughly respectable residents 
of King’s Bridge, for restand recovery. Through 
some changes in his plans, he reached London 
much debilitated and dispirited, knowing no one 
and having exhausted all his means except an 
order from Lord & Taylor upon their Hamburg 
correspondents, which, however, was useless for 
lack of means of identification. In his pros- 
trated condition he seemed to have lost his 
usual ability and self-confidence, and remember- 
ing that Lord & Taylor had a high opinion of 
this Society, and frequently relied upon it in 
charitable matters, he applied straightway to 
one of the committees of the London Society. 
That committee promptly and kindly came to 
his rescue, placed him in lodgings, and attended 
to his every need while communicating with us 
to investigate and confirm his statements. These 
being corroborated in the fullest degree, and 
Lord & Taylor and his own family not only cer- 
tifying to his personal worth, but supplying all 
that was required to extricate him from his di- 
lemma, the London Society at once accorded to 
him a position of credit such as his standing 
here entitled him to, relieved him of all embar- 
rassments, and sent him on his return home 
with a grateful heart. 

This instance quite disproves the charge that 
Charity Organization Societies only place a 
stigma upon those they attempt to befriend, and 
that no respectable persons in distress w r ould 
consent to use them. When rightly viewed, 
they are quite as effective to commend and be- 
friend integrity as to repress imposture.

It is with great regret that we announce that 
Mrs. Mansell, who has been for so many years 
one of the agents of this Society (second district), 
and whose efficiency was acknowledged by all, 
has, of her own accord, left the service of the 
Society, and removed her home to Vermillion, 
Dakota, where she will have charge of a Protes- 
tant Episcopal school for boys, which will be a 
feeder to the State University, located in the 
same place. Our best wishes accompany her to 
her new home, and we are confident that she will 
there speedily win the esteem and entire confi- 
dence of all about her, and be able to instill 
principles of true manhood into the lads under 
her care. But we know that the Society is very 
decidedly the loser by her departure. 

We announce with pleasure the appearance of 
the first number of The State Charities Record 
(October, 1889). The subscription fee is 50 cents 
a year, nine numbers, and all communications 
should be addressed and money orders made 
payable to Mr. John H. Finley, Secretary, No. 
21 University Place. The paper is the autho- 
rized periodical of the State Charities Aid Asso- 
ciation of New York. It appeals, therefore, very 
strongly to all who would keep themselves in- 
formed as to the work of this important and 
efficient Society. 

The Society often has knowledge of persons 
who would make good matrons of institutions.

START A STAMP STATION. 

Thirty-two Stations, 8,846 actual present 
depositors, $3,600.28 deposits in the Union 
Trust Company of New York. 

This was the condition of the Penny Provi- 
dent Fund on November 1st, and we ask our 
members to note the above figures and congra- 
tulate the Charity Organization Society on the 
rapid growth of this much-needed system for 
small savings. The net gain in deposits for the 
month of October was, in round numbers, one 
thousand dollars, the largest receipts of any 
month up to date. Great interest in the Fund 
is exhibited in neighboring cities and villages, 
and we constantly receive requests for printed 
matter and information. Students of the gen- 
eral subject are watching the Fund, and a re- 
cent letter expressed the belief that it was the 
entering wedge for a National Postal Savings 
System, so clearly apparent does the success 
make the demand for small savings facilities. 

Inclosed in this number of the Bulletin 
will be found a circular explanatory of the 
system, and our own members can do no more 
useful work than by starting local stamp stations 
in schools, missions, shops, factories, or wher- 
ever else it may be convenient for people to 
save small amounts. The details are simple, 
efforts quickly rewarded, and results certain 
and satisfactory. The only objections have 
come from the cigarette and candy stores, and 
those who wanted the savings of the poor for 
their own purposes. 

With pleasure we record the opening of a new 
station in the Roman Catholic Church of the 
Transfiguration at 25 Mott Street and in Grace 
Parish and other well-known churches. 
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THE CENTRAL COUNCIL 

held its regular Monthly Meeting on Tuesday, 
the 1 2th inst, with President De Forest in t e 
Chair, 17 members being present. 

The Treasurer reported receipts of $1,915 
and disbursements of $2,937, to provide for 
which he had been obliged to borrow $1,300 in 
anticipation of the contributions and member- 
ship dues which it is hoped will be received 
during the next month. 

The chief features of the Society’s work 
during October were outlined in the report of the 
General Secretary. The work of the Registra- 
tion Bureau was very brisk, showing a marked 
increase over that of the previous month, and 
indicating that the several co-operating relief 
agencies have commenced their active work for 
the season. There was also the increase usual 
at this season of the year in the number of spe- 
cial requests for information and investigation 
referred to the Central Office, although little 
has yet been heard from the churches, it being 
too early to expect systematic returns from 
these sources. The Association for Improving 
the Condition of the Poor, the Woman’s Hos- 
pital, and the Half Orphan Asylum have sent in 
a larger number of reports and requests for 
investigation. 

The active work of the District Committees is 
gradually being resumed. Three Districts have 
already organized for the season’s work by ti e 
election of officers for the coming year. The 
work in some of the Districts is somewhat em- 
barrassed by changes already taken place or 
impending ; two of our Assistant Agents having 
left for various reasons, and one of our most 
valued Agents having broken down in health 
and been ordered by her physician to seek an- 
other climate, and two others resigning be- 
cause offered much more profitable employment 
in another field. 

Steps have been taken to initiate the new 
Tenth or Harlem District, which commences 
under very promising auspices, the work having 
called forth an unusual degree of interest, and 
a large number of both active and contributing 
adherents. From the marked social and local 
associations which bind together the residents 
of that section, it is believed that a very strong, 
loyal, and intelligent branch of the Society will 


be built up in that part of the city. The nucleus 
of the District Committee has already been ap- 
pointed, and the office of the District was opened 
for business on the 20th inst. 

The work of the several Central Standing 
Committees is being gradually resumed, seven 
meetings having been held during the month, 
with an average attendance of four ; and the 
meetings of an educational character with the 
Assistant Agents have been resumed, two 
having been held with a full attendance at each. 

“ Labor and Life of the People in East Lon- 
don,” by Mr. Chas. Booth, of the British Local 
Government Board, and “ Toilers in London,” 
being a series of reports by commissioners ap- 
pointed by the British Weekly , a prominent 
Dissenting religious newspaper published in 
London, to investigate the condition of the 
workingwomen of London, both of which 
books have excited deep interest on both sides 
of the water, have been recently given to the 
Society and are well worth the perusal of our 
members. 

Recent visits have been received from active 
officers of the Charity Organization Societies of 
London and Birkenhead, England ; Adelaide, 
Australia ; Syracuse, Cincinnati, and Augusta, 
Ga., who investigated with much deliberation 
and care the methods of the Society, and with 
whom it was profitable to compare experiences. 

Important action was taken on the 7th inst. 
by the Protestant Episcopal Churches embraced 
within the Archdeaconry of New York (which 
includes all the parishes of that connection 
within the city limits) looking to closer rela- 
tions and more regular co-operation with this 
Society. In May last a Special Committee of 
that body, of which Rev. Arthur Brooks was 
Chairman, reported a series of recommendations 
providing among other matters that the N. 
Y. Prot. Epis. City Mission Society, as well 
as each city rector, consult the records of 
the C. O. S. in every case of application for 
help by persons having been affiliated to the 
Episcopal Church, but not attached to any par- 
ticular parish ; instructing the General Agent 
of the P. E. C. M. Society to request the C. O. 
S. to forward him the names of such persons as 
apply to it for aid and are considered worthy 
of help, and whose antecedent s properly bring 
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them in connection with the Protestant Episco- 
pal Church ; and also that the list of such per- 
sons as are attached to parishes for the purpose 
of assistance be kept at the office of the P. E. 
C. M. Society, and be communicated to the C. 
O. S. 

These, with other suggestions for their own 
separate guidance, were in May laid over for 
six months' consideration. They were taken 
up for action the past week at a full meeting of 
the Archdeaconry, and were promptly and cor- 
dially adopted with but two dissenting votes. 

This action brings the Protestant Episcopal 
parishes of the city into closer and more 
thorough co-operation, and foreshadows good 
results. It is possible that in due time this 
action may open the way for a similar course to 
be adopted by the governing bodies of the other 
religious denominations of the city. 

The usual reports were made by the Execu- 
tive, Finance, Membership, District Work, 
Mendicancy, Publication, and Provident-Habits 
Committees, showing that each had again re- 
sumed its work for the season. The last-named 
Committee announced the opening of seven new 
Stamp Stations, making a total of 32, with total 
deposits of $3,600. The Laundry Committee 
reported that it was able to give employment at 
present to more applicants than were offered and 
should be glad to receive orders for work from 
any members of the Society. The Wood Yard 
Committee announced that the Wood Yard 
opened for the season on the 3d inst., and it 
looks for the continued support of the members 
and friends of the Society. 

The choice of the following gentlemen to 
compose the nucleus of the new 10th District 
(Harlem) Committee was approved, viz : —

L. Cheney 
were approved as members of the 3d and 6th 
District Committees, respectively. 

, A resolution of regret at the loss, for the time 
being, of the zealous and efficient labors of 
Miss Schnapp, Agent, through illness, was re- 
ceived from the 5 th District Committee, with 
the request that she be given temporary leave 
of absence. 


St. Andrew’s Coffee Stands. 

We are so frequently appealed to by our 
members as to the standing of this enterprise 
that we deem it necessary to recite, in this gen- 
eral way, our grounds of objection to it. 

Although we have no reason to doubt the 
honesty and unselfishness of the sole director of 
the scheme, it is true, nevertheless, that she 
has, for two or three years, collected much 
money from contributions and from sales of 
tickets for the support of her scheme ; and we 
are unable to learn that any report has ever 
been made to her contributors as to the use of 
those funds. We do not believe that it is right 
for any one to ask for the support of such an in- 
dividual enterprise, except from those who give 
it because of personal knowledge and confidence 
in the manager. When the public is appealed 
to, such contributions take on the nature of 
trust funds, the receipts and disbursements of 
which should be audited and accounted for in 
the fullest and frankest manner. To encourage 
such private, uncontrolled, and unaccounted-for 
undertakings, is simply to open the door for any 
number of conscienceless schemers who are 
quick to impose upon the benevolent public by 
pretended charitable operations, a number of 
whom are already included in our “ Caution to 
Members ” on another page. 

In addition to this irregular financial man- 
agement, we fully believe that the enterprise is 
a mistaken and pernicious one ; having about 
it all the worst elements of indiscriminate cha- 
rity, and that it is not a whit better than the 
free-soup kitchens which, in the experience of 
New York, have done so much mischief and 
have been so frequently condemned. We have 
watched these coffee stands and inquired 
about them carefully, and we are convinced 
that they are patronized principally by tramps, 
who thus find an added facility for living with- 
out labor, and by newsboys, who thus have 
more money with which to gamble by policy- 
playing, and to attend the theatre. 

They also invite unemployed and vicious 
persons from surrounding counties to come to 
the city and add to its number of vagrants, and 
to the present over-crowding of Station Houses 
at night. In so far as they invite honest people 
to come to New York because of cheap subsis- 
tence, they tend to injure the resident working 
population, by overstocking the labor market 
and reducing wages. 

A further serious objection is that they offer an 
unfair competition to scores of honest men and 
women who are struggling to maintain their 
families by keeping cheap restaurants, and who 
cannot compete with a business supported by 
charity, and avowedly carried on without profit. 

We trust the enterprise will receive no coun- 
tenance or support at the hands of our 
members.

No cases which require the care of Friendly 
Visitors are taken in charge by the Central Agent, 
whose special duty is Investigation and Direc- 
tion only in all cases residing in parts of the 
city not yet covered by the Society’s District 
Committees, and which cases have been referred 
to the Society by members and others desiring 
information. 

During the month of October,* 95 cases were

letters written in behalf of the poor.

ITEM. 

We are often appealed to, by anonymous 
notes, for inquiry into the circumstances and 
character of persons said to be applicants or 
needy subjects for relief. 

We desire to state that it is a standing rule 
of our Society that “ no investigations be under- 
taken for parties unknown to the Agents, with- 
out satisfactory reasons being ascribed there- 
for. ” It must be remembered that all our records 
are sacred to the work of charity. We do not 
cater to any curiosity, or give information 
about our cases, except to parties who are 
members of the Society or who have been ap- 
plied to by the persons about whom they in- 
quire, for charitable relief. 


THE FIRST OF THE GENERAL 
CONFERENCES. 

The first of the General Conferences recom- 
mended by the Central Council took place on 


the evening of the 12th inst. at the house of the 
President, and forty-three active members of 
the Central Council, District Committees, and 
the Ladies’ Auxiliary Committees responded 
to the invitation. 

Mr. de Forest announced the motive of the 
meeting to be the improvement of the benefi- 
cent work of the Society by comparison of 
views among the actual volunteer workers; and 
read a well digested and instructive paper upon 
the “ Ideal Organization of District Commit- 
tees in the City of New York, and how far that 
ideal can be realized under existing condi- 
tions.” The paper dwelt most instructively 
upon the proper selection of men and women 
to compose the District Committees, the indis- 
pensableness of the feminine element in volun- 
teer district work, the importance of the proper 
choice of a Chairman, the relations between 
the Committees and their Agents, and the judi- 
cious subdivision of work among the members. 
Many details were dwelt upon, but our space 
forbids further enumeration. 

A general discussion followed the reading of 
the paper, bearing on its salient points, and 
also a very free comparison of methods obtain- 
ing in the different Districts made necessary 
by local conditions. 

The meeting was an earnest one, and it is 
believed that much good will result from the 
information there diffused. Those who desire 
to do the most intelligent work in connection 
with the Society can hardly afford to miss 
these Conferences; and although the attend- 
ance was gratifying, it is hoped that the suc- 
ceeding Conferences will be still better attended. 

It is hoped that the President’s paper may be 
put into permanent shape as an addition to the 
educational literature of the Society. 
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THE CENTRAL COUNCIL 

held its regular meeting in the rooms of the 
State Charities’ Aid Association on Tuesday, 
December ioth, at 4:30 p.m. The President, 
Mr. de Forest, was in the chair, and twelve 
other members were present. 

From the various reports rendered, the state 
of the Society up to December istwas learned. 
The important and generally interesting matter 
of the finances was in a fairly satisfactory con- 
dition: $3,435 was received during November, 

and there was a balance on hand of $759-57, 
but against it was a $1,300 still unrepaid loan 
to tide over the summer. It was hoped to close 
the year without debt from the receipts of 
December, but this depends upon the prompt 
renewal of membership dues. 

Messrs. Olney, Bannard, and Cornell were 
appointed the Nominating Committee for the 
next Council, and Messrs. Fairchild, Merrill, 
and Jackson the Committee on the Annual 
Public Meeting, which will probably occur early 
in February. 

The Rev. Thos. F. Lynch and Mr. Geo. W. 
Dickerman were made members of the Wood- 
yard Committee, in place of Messrs. Couper 
and Symington, resigned ; and the Committee 
were authorized to provide members of the 
Society with Woodyard tickets, at the rate of 
ten for a dollar. 

A new edition of the Society’s “ Charities’ 
Directory,” to be issued under the supervision 
of Mr. G. P. Rowell, was ordered for 1890. 

The following alterations in the By-Laws of 
the Council were proposed : That hereafter 
the Committees on Finance and Membership 
be combined, and to the Executive Committee 
be assigned the duties of the previous Com- 
mittee on Vacancies ; that “ any of the mem- 
bers of such committees may be designated as 
advisory members, and shall not be required to 
attend committee meetings unless specially 
notified so to do.” That the Committee on 
Co-operation be also specifically charged with 
the supervision and direction of the work of the 
Registration Bureau. These amendments were 
referred to the next Council meeting for con- 
sideration and action. 

Thirty-two new Annual Members were added 
to the Society in November. 


Mr. B. Drake Smith was added to the First 
District Committee ; Mr. W. E. Wilkins to the 
Third ; Messrs. Wm. Stone and Henry C. Hop- 
kins to the Seventh ; Dr. Geo. Abbott and Mr. 
David Milliken to the Ninth ; and Mr. W. M. 
F. Round to the Tenth. 

The Woodyard opened in November. The 
Laundry took in during that month $227.60, 
and paid out $195.24. 

The Rev. M. St. C. Wright, the chairman of 
the Tenth Committee, the new Harlem District, 
spoke hopefully of its prospects. 

Referring to the announcement in the last 
monthly report that the Protestant Episcopal 
Church of New York City, through its Arch- 
deaconry, had, with only two dissenting votes, 
agreed to use the Charity Organization Society, 
in combination with the Protestant Episcopal 
City Mission Society, as a mutual clearing 
house for the registration of their cases for 
relief, the following from the report of the 
Archdeacon, Rev. Dr. Alex. Mackay-Smith, 
will be of interest : — 


“ But the question presents itself whether, 
regarding this as settled, it would not be well 
for each parish to furnish to our Central Office, 
in strict confidence, a list of its habitual pension- 
ers. No worthy confidence would be violated, 
while parish authorities would be furnished with 
very useful information. There is probably no 
rector in New York to-day who can be reason- 
ably sure that he is not pensioning those who 
are already receiving largely from another par- 
ish. Within a week we have learned of one 
woman who receives a regular pension from 
three parishes. I have known of another case 
where large supplies of clothing were laid up 
from several different quarters. Every one of 
us has probably had similar experiences The 
poor often prey on the poor and deprive one 
another of adequate relief, that one by superior 
cunning may grasp a double or even a treble 
share. By a little vigorous action we could 
settle this question in a more intelligent way. 
We have the machinery. Shall we continue to 
waste the power ? ” 

The urgency with which this appeal is made 
to the several Episcopal parishes, by their own 
church officer charged with the supervision of 
general benevolent work, well illustrates the 
difficulty of inducing the pastors of churches to 
send in the reports in question, even in confi- 
dence, to a central agency of their own selec- 
tion, when the need of such comparison is so 
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indispensable to the proper fulfilment of so 
sacred a trust as the custody and expenditure 
of the church’s alms. 

The Ladies’ Central Auxiliary Committee 
commenced its weekly meetings on the 7th of 
November, and up to this time has held five 
meetings at the Central Office; and the weekly 
meetings of the Assistant Agents for the pur- 
poses of general instruction have been held. 

The General Secretary has also presented the 
work of the Society and made an appeal for 
Friendly Visitors before the congregation of 
the Prot. Epis. Church of the Heavenly Rest, 
of which the staunch friend of the Society, Rev. 
D. Parker Morgan, D.D., is the rector. A few 
accessions to our Friendly Visitors resulted 
therefrom, and more are looked for. 

Visits have been received during the past 
month from the President of the “ C. O. S.” of 
Melbourne, Australia, and from a leading 
member of the Council of the London “ C. O. 
S.,” both of whom examined at some length the 
workings of our Society and made many inquir- 
ies as to the character of the pauperism and 
poverty of this city. 

There has been received during November, 
from the British Government, a valuable report 
of an investigation recently made by a Royal 
Commission into the condition of the blind of 
the United Kingdom ; the various systems of 
education, and the employments open to and 
suitable for the blind, and the means by which 
education may be so extended as to increase 
the number of blind persons qualified for such 
employment. The report contains much valu- 
able information of the character needed in any 
effort to remedy the limitations which embarrass 
the poor adult blind persons of this city. This 
problem has twice already had, to some extent, 
the consideration of Committees of this Coun- 
cil as to how the condition of this unfortunate 
class can be permanently improved, but public 
apathy has hindered the initiation of any meas- 
ures. 

A further report has also been received 
which covers a parliamentary investigation into 
the question of insuring the lives of children 
and the evils which have sprung therefrom. 
A strong belief was created that infantile and 
juvenile insurance is often an incentive to crime, 


inasmuch as it familiarizes the parents or guard- 
ians with the prospect of pecuniary benefit on 
the death of the child insured, and that under 
such a system much neglect, cruelty, and crime 
take place with impunity. 

A request has been received from the Special 
Agent of the Superintendent of the Census of 
1890, in charge of the Department of Charitable 
and Correctional Statistics, stating that it was 
his desire to give prominence to the work of the 
Charity Organization Societies in the several 
cities and towns which have them, and calling 
upon this Society for a list of the institutions 
and associations of New York, and a general 
view of the condition of benevolent work of 
this city. He also asks for suggestions that 
may occur to members of this Society with re- 
spect to the substance or form of questions to 
be asked by the Superintendent of the Census 
as to the pauper and indigent classes. Mem- 
bers of the Society are desired to consider this 
matter, and to send to the General Secretary 
promptly any suggestions that they may have to 
make. 

VALUE OF CO-OPERATIVE ORGANIZA- 
TION. 

The experience of Lynn, in its recent fire, 
once more demonstrates the permanent value 
of such societies as exist in sixty or more lead- 
ing cities and towns of the United States, 
known as Charity Organization Societies or As- 
sociated Charities; the main object of which 
is to seek the concurrent and harmonious action 
of the different local charities, public and 
private. This concurrent action is most press- 
ingly necessary at times of great calamities, en- 
abling the public to dispense its relief with 
method, efficiency, and economy. At the time 
of the Cincinnati floods, as well as in the re- 
cent disaster which has befallen Lynn, these 
societies have thoroughly proved their worth, 
presenting a well-devised system in good work- 
ing order, and ready for instant duty, where 
else would have been bewilderment, perplexity, 
waste, and misapplication. A hundred spora- 
dic and independent charities would simply 
grope blindly at such a time as this and would 
not accomplish a tithe of the benefit which a 
fully-equipped, existing co-operative organiza- 
tion of the local charities would secure.

RENEWED CAUTION. 

Our members are specially cautioned at this 
season to be on their guard against appeals 
from the rogues who come up at irregular in- 
tervals into renewed activity, and many of whom 
are at work now seeking contributions, espe- 
cially from offices and stores, for fictitious and 
fraudulent “ benevolent ” enterprises. One 
set of these rogues is busy at the present time 
ringing the changes upon names which convey 
the impression of societies to aid sick and des- 
titute workingmen: as for example: '‘Freight 
Loaders or Handlers,” “ Railroad Employees,” 
“ Mechanics,” “ Laborers,” “ Independent 
Workingmen,” etc., etc., benevolent associa- 
tions. These appeals are, without exception, 
so far as we have been able to ascertain by 
careful investigation, dishonest. Generally 
such "societies ” have no existence; and when 
a true name is given, it will be found that it 
belongs to a " mutual benefit ” society, sup- 
ported by membership fees, which does not 
ask or authorize any appeal for public contri- 
butions. A favorite trick is to personate work- 
men handling freight for shipment, and to in-

timate that, unless the appeal is complied with, 
the detention of the goods, shipped by the firm 
refusing to give, will be the penalty. 

Another artful deceit takes advantage of the 
widespread interest in the welfare of the work- 
ing women, and appeals for a mythical " Work- 
ing Women’s Protective and Benevolent 
League,” generally hailing from Second avenue 
and First street or vicinity. We would be glad 
of the help of any of our members in efforts to 
stop these depredators. 

Still another set of fellows, active at this 
season, leave notes at house-doors from " the 
man who used to sprinkle your street ” or 
"light the street lamps in your street,” and 
tells a pitiful tale of sickness and death in a 
distant home that never can be found. 

Our members will save themselves perplexity 
and imposition by referring all such appeals to 
our Central Office.
